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An airfield was located north of Krasnodar, west, of au avenue of 
poplars leading to the north* A long row of hangars and buildings., 
>oiae of then repaired, others still in ruins, were soon at the " 
eastern edge of tho lield, which ran parallel to the avenue about 
150 meters from it« 


Twin-engine aircraft with in— lino engines, double rudder assembly 
and a plexiglass noso, in addition to single— engine fi titers, were 
stationed at the field* The arrival and departure of officers ranking 
from lieutenant to captain was noticed in the Do min g ant evoning 3 
vet aircraft wore not observed* 


The airfield itself was not seen* Only five-story rod brick quarters, 
destroyed hangars and a railroad spur track were recomiaed* The brick 
ladings quartered ground personnel 0 Officers and flying oorsonnel 
drove daily from tho town to the field* 


8* From tho flying observed it appeared that the field was occupied by 
single-engine fighters with in-line engines and elliptical wings; ^in- 
engine aircraft with a strikingly high rudder assembly, landing gear 
retracting inward and a tail wheel; single-engine ground attack planes 
?s observed during the war, in addition tq individual biplanes* 


'.Thxle the single-engine fighters made only individual flights, the ground 
attack aircraft were observed flying in formations of up to 5 or 6* The 
twin-engine planes were seen less frequently,, Four-engine aircraft or jet 
planes were never observed* 


lOo The military airfield north of Krasnodar had a runway, an old hangar, two 
hangars nearing completion and a number of buildings and repair shops* 


11« Biplanes, single-engine fighters and twin-engine aircraft with in-line 
engines and double rudder assembly wore seen over the field* Only indivi- 
dual flights were made. Jet aircraft vjo^c not observed* 


About 1DQ air force personnel were trucked to tho field every morning* 
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
